Birds’ Nests. 

There are few things as wonderful 
as birdsnests. These little creatures, 
which one would suppose good for 
nothing but to pour forth their sweet 
songs, are really capable of building 
“houses without hands.’’ These are 
built for the purpose of rearing and 
protecting their young. The mate- 
rials used for the nests, are different 
with different 
generally straw, 


birds, but they are 
twigs, wool, thread, 
or moss. I once saw a nest made out 
ofsome very fine lace, taken from 
the clothes-lines of our neighbors. 
The styles of building their nests 
are nearly, if not quite, as numerous 
as those employed by man in build- 
ing houses. Some English author 
has classified them into twelye dis- 
tinct groups: ground-build- 
ers, masons, Carpenters, 


builders, basket - makers, 


miners, 
platform - 
weayers, 
tailors, felt-makers, cementers, dome- 
builders and parasites. These names 
indicate the methods used in build- 
ing. Under the head of miners come 
the common bank swallows. The 
hawk is both a ground and platform 
builder.

| the most familiar example. 


There are many other examples of 
the wonderful ways in which birds 
construct their nests. Who teaches 
them bow to do all these things is a 
question we cannot answer. We 
know, however, that they must have 
a natural impulse which leads them 
to do, without reasoning, what is best 
for their own safety. 


A short time ago I read a story 
about a magpie, which was accustom- 
ed to receive dainty bits from the 
mouth of its mistress.

Too Costly a Market. 

In the House of Representatives, 
Mr. Chace, of Rhode Island, recently 
made an unanswerable argument in 
fayor of keeping the tariff where it is. 
The full text of the speech contains 
one passage which we commend to 
the attention of Free Traders. They 
are persistently advocating the aboli- 
tion of the tariffon the ground that 
protection has not opened the mar- 
kets of the world to American indus- 
tries. Mr. Chace, while admitting 
theoretically the desirability of hay- 
ing the markets of the world, proyes 
that the means that would open the 
doors of other countries to our people 
would giye English manufacturers 
the opportunity of regaining the 
American market. He says: 


“You tell us that we are cramped 
and crippled because we do not enjoy 
the blessings of free trade; that we 
should throw away our own market, 
which is a good one, in the vain quest 
of foreign markets now sadly over- 
erowded, Let us briefly consider that 
fora moment. England has 40,000,- 
000 of cotton spindles; this country 
has 12,000,000. Of the 40,000,000 of 
spindles in England at least 28,000,000 
are running at a loss, 2,000,000 having 
stopped, and 18,000,000 of the remain- 
ing 10,000,000 may possibly be hold- 
ing theirown. Of this balance a few 
of the newer mills are possibly turn- 
ing a profit, although their markets, 
which are the markets of the world, 
are glutted and ovrburdened. This 
is no matter of fancy. Every trade 
report, eyery commercial paper, the 
dispatches of eyery day, announce it. 
Depression exists all over the world 
unparalleled, vastly greater than with 
us, The metal industries of England 
are no better off. Scores of furnaces 
in Wales are blown out waiting cus- 
tomers for their iron. The silk in- 
dustries of England are disappearing ; 
her linen industries are waning; her 
operatives are striking on every hand. 
She issuffering from great degression, 
much greater than exists in this coun- 
try ; yet she has freetrade. You ask 
us to abandon our markets to the 
competition of English pauper labor 
in exchange for markets already over- 
erowded, to compete in which our 
labor must be reduced to their level.’’ 

Mr. Chace is not willing to pay too 
high a price for the markets of the 
world. Hethinks that if the cotton 
manufactures of this country with 
12,000,000 spindles are barely able to 
supply the home market, they could 
not be run without a loss if the tariff 
barriers were thrown down. The 
30,000,000 unprofitable English spin- 
dies would be set in motion to supply 
the American market, even if they 
were run ata loss for a season until 
the New England factories were crip- 
pled. In seeking to reach out after 
the markets of the world, which Eng- 
land with the free trade system finds 
insufficient to keep her own spindles 
busy, our manufacturers would simp- 
ly be surrendering their home mar- | 
ket to foreign manufacturers. They 
would lose a good market, of which 
they are in full control, and gain in | 
exchange the uncertain chances of 
competition with manuficturers in 
countries where laborers are either 
paid pauper wages or are out of em- 
ployment and begging their bread.— 
NM. Y. Tribune. 











Something for Free-Traders to Read. 
National Republican, May 15. 

Mr. M. 8. Brewer, United States 
consul general at Berlin, has furnish- 
ed the state department with a sched- 
ule of the wages earned by mechan- 
ics in that eity which should be care- 
fully studied by the tariff reformers 
in Congress. Mr. Brewer says that 
nearly all the necessaries of life cost 
as much in Berlin as in New York. 
Meats of all kinds, flour, bread, but- 
ter, fish and fruit are even more 
expensiyethan in New York; woolen 
and linen goods, boots, shoes, and | 
clothing generally are cheaper. All 
mechanics work from eleyen and a 
half to thirteen hours a day. 

Stonecutters earn $4.28 per week ; 
giasscutters, $4.90; brassfounders, 
$4.76; filecutters, $3.92; toolsmiths, | 
$3.57 (working thirteen hours a day;) 
moulders, $4.99 ; masons, $7.14; ecar-

priced workmen. Apprentices get 
from $1.66 to $2 a week, and laboring 
women in the mechanical trades get 
from $1.90 to $2.14. Women in Ger-

The list of prices of the standard 
articles of food given by Mr. Brewer | 
show that the subsistence costs about 
as much in Berlin as in Washington. 
Wheat flour is $5 to $6 per hundred ; 
eggs 25 cents per dozen ; butter, 30 to 
88 cents per pound ; beefand mutton, 
for roasts, 17 to 20 cents; pork, 16 jo 
20 cents per pound; a pound loaf of | 
wheat bread, 10 to 12 cents; black 
bread (rye), about half the price of 
wheat bread. This bread is preferred 
by very many among the wealthy | 
classes, and is universally used by 
the laboring classses, The German | 
laboring peopte spend less for living 
than the laboring people in the Uni- 
ted States; but necessity has taught | 
them to be more economical. After 
looking at Mr Brewer's price hist, no 
one will be surprised to learn that 
200,000 Germans leave their natiye 
land and come to the United States | 
every year.

Oil Tanks in Flames. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 24.—The 
conflagration caused by one of the 
large tanks of the Atlantic Oil Refin- 
ing Company at Point Breeze being 
struck by lightning last night has 


been very disastrous. The tank 
struck by the electric bolt contained 
28,000 barrels of petroleum. The 


force of the explosion that followed 
lifted the massive iron roof and hurl- 
ed it seyeral hundred yards into the 
midst of a number of other tanks fill- 
ed with refined oil. The flames 
spread rapidly from one tank to an- 
other. The large crude oil tank was 
the terminus reservoir of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company’s line to Philadel- 
phia, 

The fire burned steadily all night. 
At 6 o’clock last nighta big tank 
near the gas works exploded, and 
the burning oil was seattered in al! 
directions, and the firemen, who saw 
the utter uselessness of throwing 
water upon the flames, turned in to 
help the fire patrol service of the 
company, who were engaged in 
banking up the pipes with dirk to 
protect them from the heat and at 
the same time form a breastwork of 
earth which would serve to retard 
the progress of tne burning fluid. At 
9:30 another tank, which had been 
surrounded by the fire for a long time 
at last gave way, and exploded with 
a deafening crash. The new parafine 
works next caught the tremendous 
blaze. About four hundred barrels 
of refined oil were stored in them, 
and about three hundred barrels of 
wax. They occupied one acre of 
ground, and were surrounded by agi- 
tators and distillant tanks, and were 
filled with costly machinery, all of 
which was completely destroyed, 
This inciuded five freezing machines, 
fourteen freezing tanks, sixty-five 
hydraulic presses and a number of 
others. Atnvon the flames spread 
over an area of five acres. To pre- 
vent the flames spreading to the gas 
works it was necessary to empty the 
tanks nearest them, as they could not 
be pumped out. Mayor Smith order | 
the Keystone Battery to repair at 
once to the fire, and with cannon 





| shot one of the tanks so that the oi 


eould run out, and thus possibly save 


the works. This was done and the 
gas-works saved. Early in the day 
there was much confusion and alarm 
because of the fact thata number of 
firemen and workmen were missing; 
but all were found, and there are no 
accounts of any one being injured. 
The company’s officers ordered an 
ambulance service on the ground, but 
it was not put to use, General Man- | 
ager Perkins and Acting President 
Davis both had a narrow escape, as 
they were surrounded by burning oil 
thrown out by an exploding tank. 
Fire Engine No. 11 also wags sur- 
rounded by the fire, and its crew had 
to desert it, and it was thought the 


engine would be destroyed. By 
means of ropes, howeyer, it was 
drawn toa place of safety. Several | 





thousand feet of hose were burned. 
The tire is under control, but will no 
doubt burn for several days yet. Fif- 
teen tanks of oil have been destroyed, , 
containing in all over 70,000 barrels 
of oil. The losses are roughly esti- | 
mated at oyer $800,000. 

This evening a 25,000 barrel tank 
took fire, and the cannon were at once 
fired into it. Several holes were 
made jin the tank, a twelve-pound | 
projectile from a nayal howitzer tear- 
ing a whole flange from the center. 
The oil poured out in turrents, and | 
the batterymen and firemen were 
obliged to ran from the burning fluid 
and leave the guns to be destroyed. 
The oil then burned without doing | 
other damage.

Mr. Lincoln united firmness and | 
gentleness in asingulur degree. He 
rarely spoke a harsh word. Ready 
to hear argument and always open 
to conviction, he adbered tenaciously 
to the conclusions which he had final- 
ly reached. Altogether inodest, he 
had confidence in himself, trusted to | 
the reasoning of his own mind, be- | 
lieyed in the correctness of his own 
judgment, Many of our popular con- 
ceptions concerning him are errone- 
ous, Noman was further than he 
from the easy, familiar, jocose char- 
acter in which he is so often painted. 
While he paid little attention to form 
or ceremony, he was not a man with | 
whom liberties could be taken. There 
was but one person in Illinois, out- | 
side of his own household, who ven- 
tured to address him by his first 
name. There was no one in Wash- 
ington who ever attempted it. Ap- 
preciating wit and humor, he relish- 
ed a good story, especially if it illus- 
trated a truth or strengthened an 
argument, and he had a vast fund of 
illustrative anecdote, which he used 
with the happiest effect. But the long 


list of vulgar, salacious stories attrib- | 
uted to him were retailed only by | 
those who never enjoyed the privil- 

ege of exchanging a word with him. 

His life was, altogether, a serious one 

inspired by the noblest spirit, deyo- 

ted to the highest aims. Humor was 

but an incident with him, a partial | 
relief to the melancholy which tinged | 
all his years. He presented an ex- 

traordinary combination of mental 

and moral qualities. Asastatesman, 

he had the loftiest ideal and it fell to 

his lot to inaugurate measures which 

the fate of millions of living men, of 

tens of millions yet to be born.

A Celebrated Running Sailor. 
The pedestrian feats of the present 
day are cast into the shade by the 
recorded exploits of Ernest Mensen, 
« Norwegian sailor in the English 
Nayy, early in the present century. 
Mensen first attracted attention by 


| running from London to Porstmouth 


in nine hours, and soon after he ran 
from London to Liverpool in thirty- 
two hours. Having distinguished 
himself at the Battle of Navarino, in 
1827, he left the navy and became a 


professional runner. After winning 


;# number of muatehes, he undertook 


the feat of running from Paris to 
Moscow, 


Starting from the Place Vendome 
at four o’clock in the afternoon of 
June 11, 1831, he entered the Krem- 
lin at ten o’clock a. M. on June 25, 
having accomplished the distance of 
1,760 miles in thirteen daysand eigh- 
teen hours, The employment of Men- 
Sen asa Courler-extraordinary became 
a popular amusement in European 
Courts, He ran from country to coun- 
try, bearing messages of congratula- 
tion, condolence, or dispatches, and 
always beat mounted eouriers when 
matched against them. 


He never walked, but inyariably 
ran, his refreshment being biscuit 
and raspberry syrup. He took twe 
short rests only in twenty-four hours. 
These rests he took standing, and 
leaning against some supporty;at such 
times he covered his face with a 
handkerchiefandslept. In 18386 while 
in the employ of the East India Com 
pany, Mensen was charged with the 
conveying of dispatches from Calcut- 
ta to Constantinople through Central 
Asia. The distance is 5,615 miles 
Which the messenger accomplished 
in fifty-nine days, or in one-third of 
the time tiuken by the swiftest cara- 
van. At last he was employed to 
discover the source of the Nile, 


Setting out from Silesia on May 11, 
1843, he ran to Jerusalem, and thence 
lo Cairo, and up the western bank of 
the river into Upper Egypt. Here, 
just outside the village of Syang, he 
Was seen to stop and rest, leaning 
against a pulm tree, his face coyered 
witha handkerchief. He rested so 
long that some persons tried to wake 
him; but they tried in vain for he 
was dead. He was buried at the foot 
of the tree, and it was years belore his 
friends in Europe knew what fate 
had befallen him,—From Tid-bits.

has produced one of the largest and 
most remarkeble of these forms yet 
made known to science M. Gaston 
Plante, in some excavations in a clayey 
stratum known as the Meudon ossifer- 
ous conglomerate, made the first 
covery of a tibia, which, though some 
what broken, measured forty-five cen- 
timetros, and from its resemblance to 
that of the swan, differing from it only 
in the presence of a sub trochean fossa 
and in the relatively high situation of 
the arch and external mus- 
cular attachment, it was presumed that 
the bird was a gigantic ally of these 
birds. Since Plante’s discovery another 
gastornis has been discovered in a for- 
mation corresponding to the Meudon 
conglomerate. A large part of the 
skeleton was secured, and when mount- 
ed and the missing parts carefully re 
stored, a bird was shown over ten fect 
in height. It was especially remark- 
able for the possession of teeth, the 
upper bill or mandible, which was par- 
ticularly perfect, showing a series of 
pseudo alveoli, reminding one of the 
atrophied alveoli of reptiles, corre- 
sponding not to true teeth but toa 
thickening of the horny material of the 
bill. Strangely enough, however, upon

ferent from our modern wines. They 
were simply the product of ferr rent 
tion, like our home-made currant .wine 


Of course they contained al- 
ohol and could intoxicate, if taken ina 
sullicient quantity. Henee a drunkard 
was one who “‘tarried long at the wine.’* 

Phey might have dillerent 
from their age, their eglor, their taste, 
their weight, th®locality of their pro- 
luction, or as mixed with honey, or 
with myrrh, or as made from dried 
grapes, or as being simple, unchanged 
yrape-juice, or the latter as boiled 
flown. but with the exception of the 
last three, which contained no alcohol, 
the other wines contained very little, 
the strongest of all only twelve per cent. 

Our modern wines—the wines of com- 
merce—are. strengthened by the addi- 
tion of distilled alcohol. Few of our 
wine-bibbers would care to drink wine 
which had notthus been ‘reinforced.’’ 
Port is made to contain twenty-four per 
cent., and sherry twenty-seven. As the 
strongest French brandy contains only 
lifty-live per cent., one needs only to 
double his draught of the latter to 
secure the full effect of brandy.

Some have not ceased 
to ferment, and the process is completed 
in the stomach, thus producing dys- 
pepsia. Others are char ed with vola- 
tile substances to impart what is called 
**bouquet;"’ others are ‘‘beaded’’—by 
the addition of a mixture made from 
sulphurio 
acid, rubbed together with loaf sugar. 
All these additions are injurious, es- 
pecially when long continued. Further, 
most of our wines are now not the fruit 
of the vine in any but of the 
chemist’s laboratory.— Youth's Com- 
panion,

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An Egyptian Battalion in 1400 B.C, 
The formation of the battalion for | 
combat was as follows | 

The one hundred captains formed the 
front rank of the battalion, and each 
captain had his one hundred men in file 
behind him, a corporal at the head of 
each nine men. ‘The chief of each 
thousand men was in front of the center 
of his two companies, while the colone] 
commanding the grand battalion was 
in front of its center. | 

The leaders were not mounted 
on horseback, but were mounted 
in two-wheeled chariots, drawn, 
usually, by two horses. In the 
chariots were carried a supply of 
of javelins and arrows for the use of the 
chief, who usually had in the chariot 
with him asoldier, who held a buckler 
to cover him from the arrows of the en 
emy, While he dealt about him with his 
bows and spears. 

Inthe early days and down to the 
time of Sesostris, the officers and non 
commissioned officers carried bucklers 
and swords,-while the private soldiers | 
of infantry carried each a buckler and 
a battle-ax Sometimes the battle-ax 
was accompanied by, and sometimes 
replaced by, a spear. 

Itis easy to see that Moses drew from 
the military organization of Egypt that 
which he adopted for the Israclites,and 
later on the Greeks their formations. 
Both these nations took their first lessons 
in civilization and organization from | 
Egypt 

In the earliest monuments and rec- 
ords of the Egyptian army there is ne 
sign of the existence of the horse as a 
military animal, while in the monu- 
ments of the eighteenth dynasty the 
war-horse is everywhere indicated. 
It is probable that the war-horse was 
first introduced by the shepherd kings, 
who came infrom Syria about 4,16¢ 
yearsago. It is certain that the horse 
formed an important agent in the mili- 
tary establishment of Egypt, under the 
legitimate kings of the country, 1,70¢ 
years before the Christian era, and the 
lack of monuments erected during the 
five hundred years of struggle between 
the shepherd kings and the Thebans 
explains easily the lack of record on | 
tis subject. Sesostris had at one time 
twenty thousand war chariots in line, | 
drawn by horses.—(General Stone, in 
Journal Military Service Institution oJ 
Phe United Slates.

**The City of the Sun.” 


The ruins of Hefiopolis, ‘ The City 
of the Sun,”’ which adjoin the present: 
village of Metarijeh, is about five miles 
distant from Cairo. This famous place 
is identitied as the On of the leble, 
where Joseph took the Waugbter of the 
priest Potipherah to wife The site of 
the once important city is appropriately 
marked now by the oldest obelisk that 
has yet been discovered, with the ex- 
ception of a small one in the necropolia 
of Memphis. ‘The companion to this 
existing obelisk (for obelisks are always 
erected in pairs) passed away over 
twelve hundred years ago. The two 
were erected four or live thousand years 
ago. The remaining one is a shaft 
sixty-six feet high, of red granite, cov- 
ered with hiereoglyphics. The metal on 
the pyramidium at the top has passed 
away, and the suecessive inundations of 
the Nile have piled a good many feet 
of mud about the monument 

At Heliopolis was also the finest 
Egyptian temple, with one exception, 
in those Old Testament days—a temple 
dedicated to the sun, and employing a 
staff of priests, menials, custodians, and 
other attaches which is said to have 
numbered no less than twelve thousand 
nine hundred and thirteen.

The Pro 
hibitionists have the remotest 
hope of electing their ticket, and the 
vote they will poll will be very small 
in comparison with those of the two 
leading parties. strictly 
speaking, is not at present a national 
issue; and it will be found that in 
those states where progress has been 
made with loeal option as a_ local 
question, there will be a falling-off in 
the Prohibition vote.

want to know what the tariff is, and : 
what it does, This inquiry is madef 


of The Tribune almost eyery day. 
Most of the men employed in pro- 
tected industries know full well that 
they owe m ‘ch to the tariff—a larger 
demand for their labor, better wages, 
and happier homes. But some even 
of these working men do not see 
clearly how the system operates. On 
the other hand there are a great inany 
workers who do not see how the tariff 
affects them atall, They are laborers, 
porters or clerks in towns, hands on 
railroads or in shops, mechanies in 
the various trades, and hands on 
farms, and tuey fail to realize thet 
the system which lifts the rate of 
wages for the men in various branches 
of manufacture makes the demand 
for all labor greater, raises the rate 
paid for all labor, and so lifts their 
wages ulso. 


For more than a quarter of & cen- 
tury this question has been thrust 
aside in popular discussiens. The 
Republican party made the tariffin 
1861, only one Democrat voting for it 
in the Senate, and fourteen against 
it; and in the House only two Doug- 
las Democrats favored the bill, while 
all the other Democrats, forty in 
number, and only one Republican, 
voted against it.

ifthe publisher paid postage, which 
before had been paid by the 
scriber, then of course the subscriber 
would have to pay that much | 
more for his paper.

is all in canvass bags, some of which 
have been on hand so long that they 
have become rotten and incapacita- 
| ted for duty. To form some idea of 
the time and care taken in the hand- 
ling of the people’s money, it may be 
stated that the removal of six millions 
of dollars in bags from one vault to 
another occupies three weeks of time, 
as each load of money nust be watch- 
ed constantly while in transit by the 
Treasurer himself, who alone is re- 
sponsible for the absence and presence 
of every cent, The nicety with which 
the accounts haye been kept, is ap- 
parent when we are officially inform- 
ed that the discrepancy between the 
account of money accounted for by 
Mr. Gilfillan eight years before he

Sale of Railroad Tickets During the

Inquiry was made at the railroad 
offices of this city yesterday to ascer- 
tain how many tickets to Cumber 
land were sold during the Reunion. 
At the Baltimore and Ohio office the 
offiials could not give any authori- 
tative figures as the summary would 
not be made up for several days, but 
an estimate by an official put the 
number at 8,000 to 9,000, There were 
1,300 tickets sold on the Bedford Di- 
vision of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
of which 960 were uxed Thursday.

Preventing Weeds from hetion’ 


From the Massachusetts Ploughman, 

Among the duties which many 
farmers neglect to perform, there are 
few, if any, that are so important as 
that of destroying the weeds before 
they ripen their seed. 

While some farmers will be care- 
ful to keep their cultivated crops 
very clean of weeds during the first 
part of the season, very few make 
any effort todo so the last part, yet 
most of the weeds will come from the 
seed and mature after the middle of 
July. Inconsequence ofthis, he who 
permits the weeds to grow the last 
part of the season will soon fill hi» 
land with weed seed, and will have « 
constant fight to keep them down in 
the earlier part of the season suffi 
ciently to prevent them from getting 
the adyantage of the useful plants, 

No timeon the farm is better spent 
thanthat in thoroughly destroying 
all weeds before they ripen any seeder; 
to do this two or three years lessens 
the labor of cultivation at least one- 
half, and at thesame time very much 
increases the product of the garden or 
field. Some farmers say that, as the| 
manure is full of weed seed, itis but 
little use to try to get rid of weeds in 
the garden ; but they forget that it is 
very much their own fault, IRfevery

From this door he was hurried down 
the rear steps leading out the yard 
into Prospect street and then through 
the side yard of the jail and the 
kitchen to his cell. As soon as the 
crowd discovered that Knoche was 
being taken out they of course, rush- 
ed toward him, many having been 
impelled by curiosity. Just as he was 
nearing the jail yard with Deputy 
MeMillan on one side and Deputy 
Clark on the other, with Sheriff Me- 
Millan and seyeral special deputies 
near, a portion of the crowd rushed 
across the street, with yells, At this 
point the sheriff turned, drew his re- 
volver, presented it at the crowd and 
told them to stand back, which they 
did long enough to allow the pris- 
oner to be gotten safely inside. He 
was very badly scared. There is a 
diversity of opinion as to the amount | 
of danger Knoche ran in being ex- 
posed to the crowd, but it is generally 
agreed that considering the state of 
feeling the precautions taken by the 
law officers were wise.—Cuwmd.

| America and here that the crops of 


wheat and corn are to give imimedi- 
ste) prosperity ; but, in fact, the 
reckoned by the govern- 
year at 500 millions of 
bushels, is just the average of 1880 
and 1882, which the government 
reckoned at 498 and 504 millions, But 
proportionally to population and to 
railroads it i8 much less, There is 
about one ninth part less wheat per 
inhabitant and two-sevenths less per 
mile of raifroad than in 1880, When 
price is taken into account it is much 
worse. No. 2 red wheat for the last 
four years averaged in January at 
New York $1.20; but the price for 
next Junuary is under 93 cents, which 
allows a liberal advance from the 
present prices. The result is that the 
value of this wheat crop is as near as 
may be one-third less per inhabitant 
than the 1880 crop at the ayerage of 
these years, and almost one-half less 
The corn crop 
has been loudly puffed, but last ad- 
vices make its greatness a little un- 
Besides this, comparative- 
ly little is exported, and the surplus 
crop has to be used in feeding pigs, 
which haye decreased in number se- 
riously ever since the bad) corn crop 
of 1881, and we observe that the 
government authorities have just re- 
ported a further lurge decrease this 
year.

Our Coast Defenses, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 
General John Newton has submitted 
his annual support on coast defenses, 
He earnestly urges that our princi- 
pal seaports be made impregnable to 
attack by the addition of guns of 
heavier calibre and other appliances 
known to modern warfare, The past 
events, he says, by no means justify 
the assertion made that our cotton 
and grain have become so necessury 
to all nations that they could not en- 
gage in war with us fora short peri 
od without interrupting of their sup 
plies of these articles. It seems tobe 
forgotten that the descent upon our 
coast, to hold our unprotected cities 
under the guns ofa hostile fleet would 
consume but a few months, and in 
the mean time cotton and grain in 
sufficient quantities might be obtain- 
ed elsewhere, The modern system 
is to make war sudden, sharp and 
decisive, and to make the beaten par- 
ty pay the expenses of the Board of 
Engineers for the fortifications. He 
has prepared appropriate estimates of 
the costs of fortifications including 
the armaments of modern heavy guns 
and rifled mortars for Portland, Bos-
